Nor Is there 
need of a discussion of her social sUtus, or

right to win her bread in any moral, decent 
way" which Is open' to any of his tolling 
creatures. It she chooses to do so as master 
of a steam vessel, If she Is Sited for it, she 
has the right to follow it and no in" 
should say her nay.

llvo Hopkins, chairman of 'the house commit- 
tee on labor, has in compliance wllh petitions 
of various labor oiitaulzatlons In .the country 
prepared a bill which he will present to Ihe 
house for reference Monday, providing for the 
enforcement of tbe eight hour law. Ho says 
the moral Influence of lira oufoi«ement ot tho 
eight hour law will havo tbe effect of reduc- 
ing the hours ot labor throughout the country.
